PLACENTIA—The Planning 
Commission denied a proposed 
zone change which would have 
allowed a shopping center on a 
four acre parcel on the south side 
of Orangethorpe Avenue west of 
Kraemer. Boulevard in what is now 
an industrial zone. 

Proponents of the plan, the 
Sargent family partnership, said 
that the center in that area would 
be feasible and would cater to 
residential units located in 
Anaheim. 

The property has been zoned 
for industrial use for many years 
and is shown as industrial on the 
recently adopted land use element 
of the general plan. 

Commissioners also approved a 
request for re-signing the Herbert 
L. Miller Tire Company at 
Bradford and Center, allowing a 
28 foot high sign which could be 
seen from Chapman Avenue 
without restricting the view of the 
Kazoo shop which is presently 
being rebuilt. 

The tire store has changed hands 
several times over the past few 
years. 

Also approved was a zone 
change from C-1 to R-1 for a 
one-half acre parcel at the 
northwest corner of Kraemer and 
Bastanchury. The site was 
formerly a service station which 
was torn down because of lack of 
business.

Bad Debts May Be 
Deducted On Returns 


If you’ve been stuck with 
a bad debt because you 
violated the old rule about 
never loaning money to a 
friend, cheer up! Uncle Sam 
may absorb part of the loss! 

According to H & R 
Block, America’s Largest 
Tax Service, tax rules allow 
an individual to treat 
personal bad debts as 
short-term capital losses and 
to offset them © against 
capital gains, or if there are 
no gains you may deduct 
the loss up to $1,000 per 
year ($500, if married filing 
separately).
